“We Should Worry” 


BOUT this time of the year to a very large part of the 

population of the land winter weather becomes a pertinent 

topic, but it is one thing about which we in California have 

small concern, Not so with them, and already they are find- 
ing out that, according to the Weather Bureau, there is nothing to 
the story of the old timer that winters are nothing like they were 
when he was a boy. It may be disconcerting to the ‘‘stove league” 
at the corner store, but the records of the Weather Bureau show 
that 1918 was the worst winter in the history of the State of 
Illinois, both from the standpoint of low temperature, and heavy 
snowfall. The records at Albany, N. Y., show that last winter was 
one of the worst on record, only six others since the weather records 
have been kept exceeding it in snowfall. New Haven, Conn., records 
show the greatest snowfall there in the winter of 1915-16, while the 
snowfall last winter at that place was 19 inches above normal, Port- 
land, Me., eame within half an inch last winter of having its record 
snowfall which was 125.5 inehes ‘way back in 1886. The greatest 
snowfall experienced at Salt Lake City was in the winter of 1916-17 
and the second and third greatest have occurred since then. Chey- 
enne had less snow in 1885 than any year on record, while at Boston, 
Mass., one must go back to 1875 to find the winter it had the least 
snow, the total fall for that winter at Boston being only 5 inches. 
From these records it is safe to promise the kiddies they will have 
lots of sledding this winter, and for all the winters yet to come, 
unless they can persuade their elders to come to California.

FOR CITRUS MEN 


The Farm Bureau of, San Bernar- 
dino County is co-operating with 
Chaffey evening school to provide 
a series of evening meetings which 
will be held at the Upland Grammar 
School, beginning next Monday, No- 
vember 5, In these meetings will 
be taken up the discussion of var- 
jous phases of citrus growing, in- 
cluding irrigation, fumigation, gen- 
eral orchard analysis, fertilization 
and orchard heating. The hour is 
7:30 p.m. 

The first speaker will be Mr. Rob- 
ert W. Hodgson, Farm Advisor of 
Los Angeles County, who will talk 
on the topic, “Efficient Management 
of Citrus Groves.” Mr. Hodgson has 
made an _ extensive study of this 
subject and has spoken along this 
line a great many times to citrus 
growers of Southern California, so 
that what he has to say represents 
not only his own observations, but 
also the experiences of many South- 
ern California growers. The people 
of Chaffey district have had oppor- 
tunity to hear Mr. Hodgson before 
and whenever he has spoken he has 
always held the close attwntion and 
interest of ‘his audience. It goes 
without saying, therefore, that he 
will find a welcome awaiting him 
when he gives his opening lecture 
next Monday evening. 

On Friday, November 9, Mr. W. R. 
Schoonover, Citrus Specialist of the 
“xtension Division of the University 
of California, together with other 
men, will discuss the general topic 
of orchard heating. This meeting 
will be held at Chaffey Union High 
School at 2 o'clock in the afternoon, 
and it is expected that a large num- 
ber of growers will avail themselves 
of the opportunity to get practical 
information along this line, 

Other meetings will follow these 
two at intervals of about one week, 
Announcement of the subjects will 
be made at each meeting and also 
through the columns of The News.

HE outstanding millinery feature 

of the hour is the cloche, tight of

There 
must be a reason for all things, logi- 
cians tell us, and the reason for the 
popularity of the cloche lies not alone 
in its fetching ways, but in its appro- 
priateness to every occasion, whether 
informal or semi-formal. About the 
only costume with which it may not 
be worn is evening attire, and not in- 
frequently it is the preferred choice 
for wear with restaurant frocks, 

And it is certainly a delightful fash- 
fom-—one that the feminine mind can 
find a score of reasons for retaining, 
and not one for discarding. The 
fabrics that fashion them are fashion’s 
most approved—so, too, are the trim- 
mings-—and their ways are as varied 
as the uses to which they are put. The 
usual] variety of small hats has been 
tried out by ambitious designers, who 
cannet bear to see any single fashion 
get too strong a hold on the feminine 
fancy. but though they have attained 
popularity to a certain extent, they 
have not displaced the cloche—it is 
barely possible. though not probable, 
that they never wil, 

Felt And Velours The favorite Fabrics 

Just as the cloche leads the array 
of, fall millinery, so felt and velours 
lead in the display of cloche models. 
Buede and veivet appear in some of 
the latest offerings, and velvet is seen, 
but the texture of velours and felt is 
more adaptable than any other. The 
vogue of the cloche is traceable, indi- 
rectly, to the vogue for bobbed hair. 
and with a change in the style of the 
latter there has come a change in the 
manner of the former. We now have 
the mannish bob, which calls for a 
much smaller hat than the fuller cut, | 
with the result that the tight crown | 
and narrower brim are approved.

Scout Talks 


That the greatest problem in Boy 
Scout work is that of leadership and 
that the demand for men who are 
willing to give a few hours each 
week toward properly directing the 
energies of the future citizens of 
the community, was the declaration 
Tuesday afternoon of Charles W. Al- 
ford, Director of Scout and Y.M.C.A. 
activities for the Chaffey district, 
in a brief address before members 
of the Ontario Chamber of Commerce 
at their weekly forum luncheon at 
the Hotpoint Club.
